AT THINGVALLA, 
3 REJKIAVIE, Aug. 8, 1874, 

Reaching Thingvalla towards 8 o'clock on 
Thursday evening, the wild valley had under- 
gone a compiete transformation since we left it 
three days before. The steep green slopes 
along the foot of the Ailmanuagja were dotted 
with little tents; four large pavilions, with sev- 
eral smalier ones, had been erected along the 
bank of the river; on the Mount of the Law a 
flagstaff was planted, from which floated the 
ancient banner of Iceland, a white falcon 
in a blue field; while on the opposite 
side, towards the Aar cataract, the 
mound where the Judges were proved 
of old bore & deserted tribune 
and the standards of the nations represented at 
the festiyal. On the right floated the colors of 
Norway, England, and the United States; on the 
left those of Denmark, Sweden, and the German 
Empire. The standard of France was . 
beside ours the next morning, when on 
Letourreur and another French officer arrived. 
Clumps of people were scattered all over the 
valley, or on the rocky, grass-topped heights ; 
flags floated in all directions, the smoke of camp- 
fires arose, shouts, greetings, and songs re- 
sounded through the air,—in short, in place of 


| the former gloomy silence and solitude of the 


scene, all was life and joy. 
Riding close upon the heels of 
THE KING 

and his escort, we saw the groups of people 
gather suddenly to a crowd around the foot of 
the mound. It appeared that a body of twelve 
Icelandic vonder, or farmers, selected for their 
appearance no less than their character and stand- 
ing, had ridden forward to meet His Majesty at 
the farm of Skyrcot,—a little oasis in the lava- 
field, about a mile distant,—and had escorted 
him to the place of the festival.

This shows what an etymological mine the study 
of Icelandic opens up for the understanding of 
our own language; and not less important in 
the same direction, although seeming even more 
remote, as furnishing us with not only Icelandic 
roots, but with Roman. Etruscan, and Greek 
roots, is the study of Sanscrit. 

These two old and very important languages

of Euglish etymology, short of the aid derived 
from Sanscrit and loelandic roots, is only a mere 
scratching of the surface.

DISSATISFACTION WITH THE PUB- 
LIC SCHOOLS. 

The Advance, in a leading editorial, considers 
the question of education in the United States, 
and the growing discontent in certain quarters 
with the public school system, as it is.

Europe is full of agitation over this subject [educa- 
tion), aud our oft-cited example does not seem to settle 
the question to the satisfaction of those who there are 
charged with the responsibility of directing general 
edueation.

THE KAISERWERTH DEACONESSES. 
So little is knewn among us on this side the 
water of the famous Protestant Kaiserswerth 
Deaconesses in Germany, that the following 
brief allusion to them will be read with pleasure. 
There are about 500 of the Order. all of whom 
have been trained at the Mother House in Kais- 
erwerth. About 50 are employed in the various 
hospitals in that place. The rest are scactered 
all over the worid, from Germany to the far 
Morning Land, as they beautifully call it. As 
mauy as can return from the pot too distant out- 
lying stations at the Jahresfest to the Mother 
House, with the same feeling with which, in Amer- 
ica, the married daughters come back to the dear 
| old home to spend Christmas or Thaaksgiving 
Day. In hospitals, prisons, reformatories, in- 
fant schools, seminaries, these Deaconesses are 
working, without fee or reward, for the Divine 
Master. in whose footeteps they love to tread. 
Their services are much sought after, and there 
are many more applications for them than can 
bly be filled. When they take charge of 
ernment institutions, a small salary—about 
$50 in our currency—is paid to the Mother 
House for each Deavonuess that it sends. Hach 
Deaconess receives every year from the Mother 
House two dark-blue print dresses, four caps, 
four large linen collars, and several blue 
linen aprons. Every five years she receives 
a blue merino dress, which is worn on Sundays 
end fast days. All the rest of her clothing. as 
well as her birthday and Christmas gifts to her 
friends (attentions which the r German 
pays), and the many other little but necessary 
wants of life, she must provide for herself out 
of an allowance of 25 thalers—that 8. out of a 
less sum than 201 Think of that, Miss Flora 
McFlimsey ! — underclothing, handkerchiefs, 
cloak, shawi, bonnet, shoes, stockings—no, 
these last every true German knits for herself; 
still she must buy the thread for them. Some 
of the deaconeases have, of course, private 
means Of their own; and as they do not surren- 
der any right in these, they can themselves sup- 
ply their wants if they feel that they need more 
than is allowed from the Mother House.

They mean 
to aay that such a man deserves to be killed, and 
they inwardly rejoice when a father or husband does 
kill a libertine who has blasted the slayer's home, We 
may say to those jurymen that such a course is in ‘vio- 
lation of the universally-recognized principles of jus- 
tice ; that the accused, thus shot dead and dumb, can- 
not open his cold lips to vindicate his name that 
every accused man, even though all the known fects 
and circumsiances point clearly to his guilt, has » 


right to be beard ia self-defense, and is 
entitled to al the protection which the 
law throws about an accused person ; 


that we must meintaim the forms of justice, or 
anarchy willensue. These are arguments which ap- 
peal powerfully to the good ciuzen, and command his 
decision, Let tbe lav take its course;” but, if the 
law takes no course, if there ig no adequate penalty 
provided, or if the public are satisfied that the lawf 
penalty will be cheated of ite victim, then natural jus- 
tice will assert itself, and be blind to every eonsidera- 
tion but its own vindication. The settted pablic

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II. BEECHER’S FUTURE. 

We have perused the report of Mr. Beecher’s 
Investigating Committee with as fervent a desire 
to deal with it charitably as is consistent with 
‘justice in this stage of this affair. The Com- 
mitte was composed of the bosom friends of 
the person on trial. Four lawyers constantly 
attended it for the defense, and none for the 
“investigation” or the prosecution. It began 
its sessions without the knowledge of the pros- 
ecutor or the public, and continued them with- 
out inviting the prosecutor to be present except 
asa witness. These facts raise a presumption 
merely that the Committee was in no sense 
jadicial or tfuth-seeking. The Committee 
fails to ask the attendance of Miss Anthony 
and Mrs. Stanton, through whom the very 
scandal they are investigating was made public, 
It permits both Carpenter and Moulton, who 
purport to be the direct witnesses to Mr. Beecb- 
er confessions of adultery, to go unexamined. 
It ignores the public statement of Mr. Moulton. 
It does not wait for that of Dr. Patton. These 
facts look like concealment and suppression, not 
investigation. There is much testimony which 

te Committee has declined to see or hear. 

‘What they have obtained has not been handled 
judicially. They have not observed, in their re- 
port, that Moulton’s good character is so au- 
thoritatively vouched for by Beecher 
that to charge Moulton with being 
@® man of inferior character is to 
comvics Beecher of being a man of 
inferior discernment, which he certainly is not. 
The Committee blame Beecher for not taking 
church-members into his confidence instead of 
Moalton. Had his course been as pure as he 
pow says, he could not reasonably have done 
otherwise. But, if his offense were adultery, 
would Plymouth Church members have made 
good confidential agente? We may hope not. 
The Committee do not do justice to the hun- 
dreds of fearful sentences in Mr. Beecher’s let- 
ters indicating that he held his position, as a 
minister and a man, by the mere sufferance of 
Tilton, by reason of some great unpublished 
wrong which he had committed against the lat- 
ter, and which the latter was liable hourly to di- 
vulge. Take the following, in his letter to Moul- 
ton of July 5, 1872: 

It my destruction would piace him (meaning Til- 

ton) all right, that shali not stand in the way. I am 

willing to step down and out. No one can offer more 

than that. I do offer. Sacrifice me without 

hesitation, M you can clearly see your way to his safety 

and happinéss thereby. I do not think there is any- 
thing to be gained by u. E. (meaning Mrs. Tilton) 
— and the children would have their future clouded. 


The above occura, not in the ** apol- 
ogy,” but in Beecher’s own handwriting. By 
stepping down and out, what does Beecher 
mean if not that retirement from the pulpit 
which Tilton a year earlier, on Dec. 26, 1870, had 
demanded? Does Beecher fulfill his offer to 
“step down and out”? On the contrary, does 
he not now sacrifice Mr. and Mrs. Tilton to save 

3 himself as freely as he then offered to sacrifice 
bimecif to save them? And how would Mrs. 
Tilton and her children have their future clouded 
by reason of Bechers destruction,“ unless 
that destruction cousisted in the public proof of 
his adultery with Mrs. Tilton ? ‘

It cannot long be fash- 
ionable for pure women to attend the minis- 
trations of any man whose fame is, whether 
justly or otherwise, so smirehed and clouded. 
Few will become martyrs through their faith in 
him. The subscriptions to his paper and books 
will tumble. The attendance at his church will 
fall off. The number of friends once proud to 
know him who will now avoid him will increase. 
If it is not his crime, it is at least his folly, that 
has ruined the Tilton household, and reduced « 
woman, Once among the most loved, to a posi- 
tion now the most pitiable. In either dilemma 
he is unfit for further pastoral work. Beside 
this catastrophe, his usefulness asa preacher 
fails. His plain duty is to fulfill his promise and 
“Step down andout.” The advisers who lead 
him forward to more desperate battles in the 
courts of law only render more cemplete his 
ruin.

THE MAN WHO ENOWS ALL ABOUT IT. 

The Beecher investigation has given several 
hitherto unknown persons a notoriety that has 
been meat and drink to them. Prof. Rossiter 
A. Raymond is the last to appear upon the scene. 
It is strange that he has been quiet so far, for, 
as he modestly announced from the platform of 
Plymouth Church, he is “the only man, by the 
concurrence of circumstances, mm Plymouth 
Church or in the United States, to-day, not a 
member of the Committee and not a lawyer be- 
fore the Committee, who happens to know all 
about it.” Other people have grasped a fact 
here and there, but only the omniscient Raymond 
knows it all. He says Beecher is spotiess. 80 
that question is settled. Persons throughout 


"the country who have been holding contrary 


views will please change their minds at once. 
Raymond has spoken, and he knows everything. 
Since this is so, it is a grievous disappointment 
that he has told us so little. To be sure, he 
made the wretched Moulton an outcast for the 
rest of his life by saying that he had 
poisoned the minds of all the parties 
to this little dispute with his infernal lies.” It 
was natural that the Plymouth Church Chris- 
tians, having thus learned from the lips of Om- 
niscience that Moulton was guilty, should have 
flourished pistols and expressed their pious de- 
sire to lay him out,” “kill him,” “shoot 
him,” ete. It is sad to think that some 
worldly-minded policemen should have res- 
cued him. Raymond did, however, let fall 
one precious scrap of information, which en- 
tirely destroys all the arguments against Beech- 
er. Omniscience tells us that Mrs. Tilton wrote 
a letter in the fall of 1870 to her husband, ask- 
ing him to remove the lewd pictures he had hung 
in his room, and to abandon the society of evil 
women. A “friend” was with her when the 
letter was sent and when the answer came. 
Mrs. T. read the letter and faigted. Her friend 
availed herself of the chance to read it. She 
says now that she had previously been asked 
todo so. In it Tilton swore frightfully, and 
told bis wife that he would have whatever 
pictures and go with whatever women he wished. 
When Mrs. Tilton revived, she said that Dory” 
had written her a terrible letter, and then she 
destroyed it, saying that no living being should 
ever see it. Her conscientious friend concea\ed 
the fact that she had read it. She aft er- 
wards told the Committee and Raymond ail 
about it. Of eourse, this fact proves 
Beecher’s innocence conclusively. However, it 
is idle to say anything against the great preachey, 
now that Raymond, who knows all about it, has 
pronounced him innocent. The true theory of 
the case is evidently this: Tilton and Moulton, 
while classmates at school, made up their minds 
to ruin Beecher. Tilton afterwards married in 
order to be able te accuse him of adultery with 
Mrs. Tilton. Moulton got 10 percent of all the 


- blackmail. This accounts for the whole thing. 


Beecher’s playful letters about wishing he were 
dead, and his rare jest about hanging on the 
sharp and ragged edge of despair, were made 
use of by them to saecomplish their hellish de- 
sign. It is evident now why Halliday would 
have refused to believe Beecher guilty even 
though an angel from Heaven had told him so. 
Halliday had Omuiscience ever by him in the 
person of Raymond ! 


THEFALLTRADE. = —- 
Notwithstanding the present decline in wheat, 
and the set-back it has given to business, there 
is very generally a hopeful feeling among our 
merchants, which is also strengthened by ad- 
vices from New York that the fall trade will be 
healthy and prosperous. Since the panic of 
last year, the farmers have been getting high 
prices for corn and wheat, and for all their 
other crops. Everything which they have put 
into the market has made them a re- 
munerative return. At the same time, the 
immediate influence of the panic was to induce 
the practice of a rigid economy. The result of 
this is that the country people have plenty of 
money, but very small stocks of goods. Un- 
doubtedly they will continue, as they ought, to 
practice economy; but they must fill up their 
stocks again, and will do it by buying what is 
necessary.

Confidence is each 
day strengthening, and, with the good crops we 
are now assured of, there is reason for hopeful- 
ness.”

DAMAGED CHARACTER. 

There is a vast amount of damaged character 
scattered in ali parts of the country. Down in 
Brooklyn there are some awful wrecks of 
precious fame and credit. There is Mr. Beecher, 
who has cause for action for damages to his 
reputation against Tilton, Mrs, Tilton, Miss An- 
thony, Mrs. Stanton, Bowen, Moulton, Carpen- 
ter, Gath,” and several thousand newspapers. 
Then Tilton has his cause of action against 
Beecher, Bowen, Wilkeson, Shearman, and an 
equal number of newspapers. Mrs. Tilton has 
cause of action against as many libelers as Mr. 
Beecher, with the addition of the Investigating 
Commit tee of Plymouth Church. Mr. Carpen- 
ter, Mr. Moulton, Miss Anthony, Mrs. Belle 
Hooker, Bessie Turner, Miss Proctor, and a 
number of other persons, have all causes of ac- 
tion for damages to their eharacters ; and, esti- 
mating the damage in each ease at the average 
amount claimed in libel suite—€50,000 each—the 
aggregate damage in Brooklyn alone amounts to 
many millions of dollars. 

In Jersey City, on the other side of New 
York City, is the Rev. Mr. Glendenning, who 
claims to be the victim of extraordinary scandal. 
A dying young woman charged him with crime, 
and he has been published far and wide as 6 
scoundrel, and he proposes to vindicate his good 
name by libel suite against the eity officers, 

several of his brother clergymen, and against 
the newspapers, for damages to his character, 
to the extent of $50,000 in each case. 

Passing over the bad lot of damaged character 
at Washington City, where the District offi- 
cials and several Senators and Representa- 
tives are waiting for verdicts in high dama- 
ges against those who have slandered them, 

we come to Chicago, where the mine has just 
been opened, and where damaged character is to 
appeal to the courts for compensation. It is dif- 
ficult to estimate in dollars and eents the ruin 
that has been wrought. Some weeks ago, thirty 
members of the Common Council were named 
as thieves, and published as such. Since then 
there has been an almost similar arraignment of 
members of the Board of County Commission- 
ers, and of one of the contractors for the sup- 
ply of the County Hospital and Insane Asylum. 
No less than ten members of this Board have 
been, by name, denounced as thieves, and their 
character, as well as that of the thirty members 
of the Common Council, totally damaged to the 
extent in the aggregate of possibly $2,000,000. 
Mr. Ashton, President of the County 
Commissionera, leads off in the libel- 
suit business, claiming the moderate sum 
of $100,000. But, then, he 1 President of 
the Board, and, of course, having more character 
than his associates, and a higher official rank, 
the damage in his case would naturally and 
necessarily be greater than in the case of any 
other Commissioner. How far the other mem- 
bers have been, or consider that they have been, 

damaged by these accusations, has not yet been 
made known. There are thirteen other members, 
who, if they value their reputations at 
the moderate sum of $50,000 each, and feel 
that those reputations have been destroyed by 
what has been published concerning them, have a 
clear claim, in the aggregate, of $650,000, ex- 

clusive of the $100,000 claimed by Mr. Ashton. 

If to this be added a like claim for $50,000 each 

by the thirty Aldermen denounced by name as 

thieves, making $1,500,000 more, we have, in 

this city alone, a grand aggregate ef over two 

millions of dollars of damaged character wait- 

ing reparation. Thisis a goodly sum in these 

hard times. If this claim can only be collected 

by the aid of courts and juries, it will be more 

profitable to the recipients than their service iu 

either Council or Commissions. No business 

that has ever been before the two Boards has 

offered such an alluring prospect for dividends.

ficials of every degree, as well a clergymen, 

who claim to have been slan dered within the last 
year, and who have suffered damage, are en- 
titled to not less than ten millions of dollars. If 
the damage wrought by slander to the character 
of two hundred persons be computed at ten 
millions of dollars, who can estimate the total 

value of the characters of the 60,000 persons

practical benefit. The donation to such s fund, 
which is not a large one, will be held by a Board 
of special Trustees independent of the Trustees 
of the University. This Board can be composed 
of such men as Lyman Trumball, Judge Drum- 
mond, W. F. Coolbaugh, and others, who would 
protect it and see that it was applied to the spe- 
cial object of the endowment.

THE SUBJECTION OF WOMEN. 
Curiously enough, while there is a powerful 
movement under way for compelling woman to 


the State, there is s growing disposition to ro- 
lease her from all responsibility for the only sin 
against society which cannot be committed with - 
out her partnership. The custom of branding 
the woman with an indelible odium, and leaving 
the man the freedom of society, seems to be giv- 
ing place to an opposite one scarcely less unfair 
or mischievous, The change may be ephemeral, 
but illustrations of it are at hand. 

The admiration which Mra. Tilton’s “ purity” 
and “saintlhness” awakened in those who have 
suffered most from her breaking several of the 
commandments is freab in the memory of the 
observing moralist, And if Elizabeth is the 
full corn in the ear, Bessie” should be con- 
sidered the blade at least. 

A gentleman at Indianapolis in an obituary of 
his daughter, who committed suicide upon find- 
ing herself overtaken by the consequences of 
her sin, describes her profound veneration 
for the Deity,” aud her “sublime con- 
fidence in,” not only her Maker's justice, 
but in her own ideas of the same. 
‘* She told her story to her father, and pleaded 
for forgivenesa, not so much for her sin as for 
the want of confidence in him.” Then all was 
forgiveness,” and then all wae suicide and 
desolation. The frenzied father shot down, and 
gave nearly the full measure of his deserts, to the 
monster who had wrought ruin upon his home. 
But supposing the guilt of the aggressor (who is 
the male animal nearlg always in such cases) to 
be, as it probably is, ef unusual enormity, does 
that exonerate his vietim from all blame? Or, 
in other words, even if he is a brute for whom 
no scorn can be too hot, is she to be pronounced 
a being of exceptional innocence and sanctity ? 

But if this is the pardonable outburst of a 

stricken father, the case at Jersey City presents 
the same theory deliberately indorsed by public 
opinion. A young woman dies in childbirth, 
fathering her child upon aclergyman of the 
place, who, she further declared, had seduced 
her under promise of marriage. The accused, 
it is said, holds a certificate of his innocence, 
signed by the girl, foreed from her, it is claimed, 
by herinjurer. An immense and intense pub- 
lic meeting, while requesting the in- 
dictment of tne acoused by the Grand 
Jury, bears testimony to the pure, 
honorable character and lady-like deportment of 
the deceased until led astray,” etc, Again we 
join in the public reprobation of the man in the 
case, and again have no hesitation in believing 
him by far more to blame of the two; never- 
theless we must express our apprehension as to 
the disposition of the woman in the case. We 
sympathize with the popular anger at Jersey 
Uity no less than with the parental wrath at 
Indianapolis; but we must be allowed to fear 
lest there should come as much of evil from this 
apotheosis of the woman as of good from 
this hatred of the man. We presume no 
ope will deny that the social constitu- 
tion, as we understand it m this country, 
does not admit of the woman consenting to be 
led astray” any more than it admits of the 
man’s leading her astray. Perhaps no one will 
venture to affirm that the woman, however 
** lady-like in her deportment,” or however active 
in her church relations, or however saintly ” in 
the estimation of her relatives, may yield, even 
under a promise of marriage, without damage to 
her eharacter and peril to society. Granted that 
she is the weaker vessel, perhaps it would be 
just as well for the public morals if she should 
become stronger. Suppose sheis “the victim 
of misplaced confidence,” would it not be advisa- 
ble for her to be a little more chary of her 
** confidence ?” 
At all events, now that the elevation of woman 
is the chief end of man, it might be of use to 
take into consideration this peculiar element of 
her subjection. It is a social question. Woman 
is one half of society, and it is conceded by 
everybody that society is her ‘‘aphere,” what- 
ever else is, or is not, her sphere, Therein she 
is supposed to rule by human, as well as divine, 
right. The social relations of the sexes are 
therefore largely intrusted to her guardianship. 
At that outpost she cannot be toe “strong- 
minded,” since, if she falls there, the enemy 
will come in on ui like a flood. Whoever may 
share in her guilt, and however small her share 
in it may be, all are involved in its conse 
quences. Let her champions awaken the public 
mind, especially the female mind, to a realiza- 
tion of this, and we shall have fewer oppor- 
tunities for repudiating the man and more ecca- 
sion for applauding the woman in the case.

THE INFLUENCE OF THE CLERGY. 
The history of the Church of England during 
the sixteenth century is substantially the history 
of England. On the Continent, at the same | 
time and long after, churchmen pervaded every 
sphere of political activity. Cotton Mather and 
his like were the kings and law-givers of New 
England. They laid down the law, sacred and 
profane. The two were synonymous. The 
question whether divorces could be granted 
was decided by the suffrages of the ministers of 
New England, and the question whether captive 
Indians eould be held in slavery was decided in 
the affirmative by s text in Deuteronomy. 
When the avenues ef politics were gradually 
closed to them, they exerted a commanding in- 
fluence in matters of morality and religion such 
as they do not wield now. The decline in their 
power has been by no means an evil to them. 
So far as it has induced them to withdraw from 
the fields of action they had usurped, it has been 
a blessing. They have, however, felt 
this decline in matters peculiarly pertaining to 
their sacred calling. The causes of the greater 
respect paid them in the past are to be found in 
four facts. We must premise that our argument 
applies only to this country. 

First—More reverence was paid to religion in 
the olden time. It was in many places an es- 
sential condition of office-holding and even of 
voting. In the Colonial Assemblies, the Bible 
was appealed to as the supreme law of human 
action with a frequency and familiarity that 
would excite unbounded wonderment in our State 
Legialatures. When men came to America for re-

Third—Oratory was in its glory. In mat- 
ters of religion, it probably exerted s more 
weighty influence than # did im our 
politics during the war. Whitfield went 
marching through Georgia as victoriously as 
Sherman. Tens of thousands of hearers sobbed 
and shrieked under the weight of his famous 
sentence: “I can write damnation in the dust 
that covers your Bibles.” 
Fourth—The great liberal movement of the 
last four centuries had then, in early New En- 
gland times, only extended, in religion, to s 
revolt against formalism. The scalpel of science 
was not at work dissecting creeds. Fervor was 
breaking down barriers. Men left the Estab- 
lished Church, whatever its polity might ba for 
the sake of being more, not lesa, religious. The 
Church was therefore aggressive. It therefore 
thrived. Its ministers led in the warfare, and 
reaped the glory of success. 
These four caufes have lost much of their old 
potency. Some of them have ceased to exist. 
Thus, the ministry is no longer the best-educated 
class. Instruction inside of theological semina- 


gymen, instead of being the possessors of all 
knowledge, have no longer exclusive possession 
even uf their own specialty. The laity invades 
the domain of theology, tries to boldly teach, in- 
stead of being reverently taught, and disputes 
the dogmas it once thought too holy to be ques- 
tioned. The relativeimportance of the clergy as 
a class, arising from their superior education, 
exists no longer. Nay, they are looked upon 
by many as behind the average student. 
The decline of oratory has weakened the power 
of ministers in common with all other speakers. 
The average pulpit makes a good delivery an un- 
possibility. This apparently insignificant cause 
has really had a great deal to do with making 
ministers, as a class, indifferent speakers. When 
a wooden wall effectually prevents the natural 
sweeping gestures, and compels a man to gestio- 
ulate with his arm on a level with his shoulder, 
affectation and forced rigidity become inevita- 
ble. The lack of new, strong religious move- 
ments has told upon ministerial influence. Fer- 
vor is being ruled out as unrefined. All existing 
sects are sinking into formalism. While the 
high-churchman rivals Rome in candles and burp- 
ings of incense and genuflexions, the Presbyte- 
rian and Congregationalist adopt printed forms 
of service, responses by the people, and songs 
by a select few who praise the Lord at so much 
per week. There is little aggression. There is 
consequent dullness. 

There are two main means of restoring to the 
ministry a portion of its old power. It can never 
regain the whole. It is well for the world and 
for iteelf that it cannot. But it may perhaps 
once more guide mankind im matters of religion, 
provided it can carry into effect two changes: 
First, the preparatory studies must be greatly 
extended. It would ve difficult to name a science 
that does not directly or indirectly touch the 
dogmas of religion. Darwin and Tyndall 
are as truly writers on religion a8 
Hodge and Paley. The works of the 
school they represent should be studied in the 
seminary,—not diluted representations of them 
as theological opponents see them, but the 
works themselves. When the ministry once more 
represents the advanced eulture of the day, it 
will once more find that knowledge is power. 
Second, the creeds must be remodeled. They 
are behind the age. Dr. Patterson's declaration 
during the Swing trial, that the Westminster 
Confession needed to be revised, was as wise as 
it was manly. Beliefs formulated long years ago 
cannot be implicitly received now. A creed 
must grow with the age or be rejected by the 
age.

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TAX-FIGHTING. 
Mr. Derickson, in his speech before the State 
Board of Equalization, hit the nail an the head 
when he said that the inequality of taxation in 
this State had made tax-fighting reepectabie.” 
On general grounds, it would be supposed that a 
man who tried to shirk the payment of his dues 
to the State, county, ar city would be looked up- 
on with disgust by his fellow-citizens. Such ac- 
tion is mean. A man avails himself of all the 
advantages offered by municipal organizations 
and then tries to make his neighbors pay his 
share of the cost of those advantages. All this 
is changed, however, when the taxes he refuses 
to pay are unjust and unequal. He then appears 
as the champion of the right. He is hailed 
as a beuefactor, as a man who has 
the nerve to resist wrong, mo matter how 
powerful the authority that tries to inflict it may 
be. The news of his victory im the courts is re- 
ceived with general gratification. When such a 
state of things prevails, all tax-fighting becomes 
respectable. Injustice is so general that a man 
striving to evade the payment of his just dues 
has to assert that his property bas been 
grossly overtaxed to find ready belief. More- 
over, men who begin by resisting unjust taxes 
are very apt to continue by fighting those that 
are just. It is so easy to say to one of the

They can be made equal, and 
just, and inevitable only by the adoption of the 
indirect system of taxation.

The general ignorance of the truths of politi- 
cal economy is so dense that the people do not 
even know that they areignorant. The science has 
not been studied in school. The average man 
finds no time to study it after his school days 
are over. The result is that our econamic legis- 
lation is apt to be stupendously silly. Congress- 
men make rash offhand attempts to settle sub- 
jects which require the study of years. Since 
Mr. Leverson wrote his article, the country has 
had astriking proof ef this statement in the 
ignorance of Congress on the currency question 
and in the airy claim of Logan that he had mas- 
tered the science of finance in the spare hours 
of two weeks. The way to grapple with the 
popular ignorance that makes such things possi- 
ble is to train the next generation in the 
truths that lie at the very foundation of 
our lives, so far ag this world is concerned. 
Tue objection that children should not learn 
such things at the expense of the State is unten- 
able. When the whole theory of State sid to 
education reste oa the assumption that educa- 
tion fits children to be good citizens, is it not the 
height of folly to refuse them instruction in the 
very rudiments of the knowledge that makes 
good citizens? Mr. Leverson’s plan of giving 
object-lessons in political economy, and of o- 
bining them with studies in spelling, writing, 
grammar, etc., makes the apparently dry subject 
one of great practical interest even to little 
children. Experience has proved it so. In 
1848, Mr. William Ellis, convinced that the ex- 
cesses of the French Revolution im that 
year were largely due to popular ignorance of 
economic science, and, fearing that like causes 
would produce like resulta here, opened a school 
in an Eastern city, in which he taught political 
economy before and after business hours. This 
school was the first of several.

Love movement, I sincerely hope; but that its 
fall can produce the fall of the Woman-Suffrage 
movement, or even retard ite progress, I cannot 
believe, as the two have 

NEVER BEEN IDENTIFIED. 

It is true that Victoria Woodhull, the advocate 
of the Free-Love doctrine, is also a believer in, 
and advocate of, Woman-Suffrage; but that 
carmot make them identical. A very bad man 
in évery respect may be an honest believer in 
truth and noblemess; but, because his practices 
are the reverse of these, they do not, in any de- 
gree, destroy the principles of truth and no-

When Victoria Woodhull announced herself as

While I have often questioned the wisdom of 
many of the methods taken to bring about the 
Woman's Rights reform, I have not questioned, 
nor does anybody question, the integrity of char- 
acter of the ablest and most eminent leaders, or 
of the large portion of those who believe in it.

The free training-schoola of the Women's Ed- 
ucational and Industrial Society have introduced 
an mportant feature into their work, and are in 
future to givé a good breakfast to the women 


whe may at No. 47 East Tenth street be- 
tween 6:30 and 7:30 every morning. The meal 
is supplied every day to a large number of shop- 


girla and working women. A long table is set 
out with an extra leaf, and as fast as one table 
has breakfasted another takes its place, and 80 
on the end of the hour.

Tee @tpenuses for 
clothing are lhght compa with what a girl 
must spend who works behind a counter, and 
she can soon begin to lay up money in the 
savings bank. A at many women prefer 
housework to any Other kind, and tueir prefer- 
ences are generally regariied, though they are 
always taught to do thet kindof work im which 
they are judged to be best able to 6 

When a girl wishes to learn to run the sew- 
ing-machine, she ie at once put into that room. 
The gitls sho Learn this work are Ccoustantly 
coming in and going away good and first-class 
workers. The Society becomes responsible for 
the work that the employers send in, und if it is 
spoiled it must be paid for out of the contingent 
fund. But the beginners — 2 ex By 
ers are put upon cdaree, plain sewing, 
three Pe days the dullest woman ¢an 
earn 50 cents. It may seem mane Te 
the girls prefer the cheap work 
they can make the most out of it. The 
work for this department is furnished 
by the different down-town wholesale stores. 
Rothechild & Uo. a great deal of common 
cheap work, like striped ¢alico shirts, and Lord 
& Taylor give the Society & great deal of every 
kind of sewing. Thus the gitls carn money 
while they are being taught and becoming expert 
workers on the sewing- machine. If they were 
to learn in one of the large mannfactdring es- 
tablishments they would be obliged te work for 
six weeks before they could receive a cent of 
compensation. During this time a girl might 
suffer great want. When the Society can rec- 
emmend a girl, she always gets a good 


place, for no one is recommended who 
is not a first-class worker. These 
girls are greatly sought after, and 


the demand for first-class workers on the sew- 
ing-machine is greater far than the Society's 
ability to supply. Appheatious, too, are in 
greater numbers than can be accommedated. 
But their turn soon comes. Besides these, the 
instructions in the classes in stenography and 
proof-reading, twice a week, enable the Society 
to fit many intelhgént women fora place that is 
fitted to them. A very sad case illustrates this. 
Only a few weeks ago a lady wrote to the So- 
ciety, telling a tale of great poverty and 
suffering. She was from the South, aud 
had a family of small children. She tried every 
kind of work she could find, but at none 
could she earn more than $3 or @4 per week. 
They contrived to live on $1.50 a week, but they 
had not enough to eat, and their sole food was 
pread and buttermilk. Still, they were able to 
keep soul and body together upon this diet. The 
stumbling-block in the way was the $3 a week 
for their rent. They paid ail they could of this 
each week, but kept running behindhand. At 
length the clothing of the mother aud her chil- 
dren became very much worn apd almost too 
shabby for a decent appearance. In despair, shs 
wrote to Miss Corson and told her all her 
sad story — how she had been carefuliy 
educated, understood the modern 

es and music, but could do no practical 
work that would enable her to earn a living for 
herself and children, because she did not know 
how to employ her talénts and education in 3 
practical way. Miss Corson appreciated the 
necessities of the case, and taking her in a 
week, taught her how to read and correct proof. 
After the hard week's study a large publishing 
house offered the woman a positicn as proof- 
reader at a salary of $5 for the first two weeks 
while she became more expert, and after th 
$15. Hor probation ended last week, and yes- 
terday the happy woman began her first day’s 
work at the princely salary, as it seemed to her, 
of $15 a week. 

Many cases might be told of equal interest. 
These are generally e poverty bo- 
fore the applicant comes to the Seciety. Often 
the applicante come for immediate relief, hungry 
and homeless, Then they are sent to St. Barna- 
bas’ Home in Mulberry street, or to the Free 
Dormitory for Women, where they are given 
something to eat and lodging for a night or two. 
The Society trast that A. T. Stewart, Arnold 
Constable & Co., and the other large firms 
r with them after they see thé ; 

that they are doing to the working-women. 
They employ large numbers, and to raise the 
standard of the work is to increase their 
business. Miss Corson said that if the Society 
could only secure Mr. Stewart's large building 
on Fourth avenue they would have no want of 
room, and then could extend the work so that all 
who wished could be benefited. Many who are 
deserving are now obliged to wait for a chance, 
as the rooms are fall. 

The moral influences thrown abont the girls 
taught by the Society are excellent. The Society 
ia not In the least sectarian. The girls generally 
esteem it a privilege to attend church, and they 

they Schoose. 
What is most valued by the girls oat working- 
women is the reception and reunion every 
Tuureday evening. Everybody is welcomed who 
is respectable and wishes to enjoy a pleasant 
evening. The pailor floor is thrown open, and 
their rooms are usually thronged. Many of the 
wealthiest and most distinguished ladies and 
gentlemen in the city attend. They welcome and 
encourage the girls in their efforts to do right 


and be respectable. Brief es are made, 
and there is alwsys music. The Steinways 
have furnished the Society with a splendid grand 


piano, and books and magazines are plen- 
tiful in the reading-room and library. 
These receptions are anticipated and mute 
talked about by the girls, and it is considered a 
great incentive to a pure respectable life to 
know that one night in the week they are to be 
thrown into contact with many of the best peo- 
ple in the city, and the ouly elevation is that of 
superior goodness and worth. The Society feel 
that they have accomplished a great deal of good 
work, though they are at the inning only of 
what they hope to be asbie to do for the good of 
working-women.

The history of this Commonwealth commences 
with an auction sale—fot, however, in a store, 
but beneath the green trees of Jamestown, where 
probably the most anxious and i erowd 
of auction habitues over known in the history 
of the world were gathered. In a letter, still 
to be seen, dated London, Aug. 21. 1621, and 

to a wealthy coloniat of that settie- 
ment, the writer begins by saying: We send 
4 shipment, one dow and eleven maids, for 
wives of the people of Virginia. There hath 
been espécial care in the choice of them, for 
there hath not one of them been received but 
upon commendations. In case they cannot 
be tly married, we desire that they may 
be put with several householders that have wives 
until they an be provided with husbands. But 
tha, writer of this epistie had little reason to 
fear that any of the “ maidens faire” would 
be left over. The archives contain evidence 
to prove that these first cargoes of young ladies 
were put up at auction, and sold for 120 
pounds of tobacco each, and it was ordered that 
this debt should have-precedence of all others 
The solitary one widow went along with the 
others, for they could not be particutar in those 
days. The good minister of the colony no doubt 
had a busy time that day. He did not mention 
any fees, nor did the bridegroom think of tender- 
ing any. Al was joy and gladness ; no storms 
ahead, no uneasiness for the future, no uisi- 
tive clerk to stand and say: Here's the license, 
fork over that $1. Nothing of that sort. From 
some of these couples the first families of Vir- 
ginia are descended. 


The Piayful Pecuiiarities ef the San

The Bishop assured me that he intended to do 
no injustice, and went away for tha. time. A 
few dave subsequent to that veriod he returned, 
and was accompanied by Fathers Conway and 
Gavip. I was tooill to go down-stairs, but 1 
told two of the oldest Sisters to go to the par- 
lor, and receive the Bisbop and his companions.

NEVER EVEN RECOGNIZED MY PRESENCE, 
but addressed himself to the Sisters, saying: 
Perhaps you don't desire to proceed with 
your work?” 

The Sisters assured him that they were per- 
fectly willing to proceed, if they were allowed to

The Bishop then said something about ap- 
pointing a new Superior, never noticing me all 
the time. One of the Sisters said. Bishop, we 
have been offered missions in the country.” He 
replied, “‘Ob, I never thought of that,” and, 
taking up bis hat, left the house, followed by the 
two priests. 

He came back bett Monday, but I couldn't 
leave my bed at all. He came up to my room, 
leaving the same~two priests, Messrs. Conway 
and Gavin, intheparlor. I asked hum: 

Bishop, why did vou bring those priests 
with you—what was the necessity? This is in- 
sulting. I won't say a word while they are 
here. 

His only reply was: 

‘‘WHERE’S THAT DEED ?” 
I replied that it was in my desk. Then Iagain 
asked him whether it would not do for me to 
make the deed over to the Sisters. He said: 
„No; it must be done by you to me. I hope 
that neither you nor the Sisters will compel me 
to have recourse to harsh measures.” 
He became so stern and authoritative “that I 
could not help crying bitterly. I expected very 
different treatment, judging by his previous 
reputation. Still I thought that I might be do- 
ing him a wrong, and that he was only taking a 
rough way of doing a kind act; but I was doomed 
to be terribly deceived. I did not for a moment 
believe he was serious when he said 
‘*) HAVE BROUGHT AN OFFICER WITH ME,” 
after which he left thé room. Before leaving, 
however, he flung a document, which I never 
looked at, on the bed. It was removed by some- 
body afterward. That same day Father 
Conway aud the officer eame back, 
and I was told that two of the Sisters 
had signed the deed—one signing for me.

THE RUIN OF OUR ORDER. 

The Sisters appeared to be displeased with me, 
so I said to them: The Bishop, lam ashamed 
to confess, deceived me—he may deceive you,” 
but they were so prejudiced against me by ma- 
licious statements, that they paid no attention to 
what I said at all. 

R.—Where did you go to then ? 

Mother F.—I left the convent without so much 
as a change of clothes, and went to Mrs. Tay- 
lor’s, at Lakeside, where I remained nine days. 
Then I came back to town, but could not find 
either the Bishop, or Father Conway. 

R. — What did you intend doing? 

Mother F. —I wae going to Europe. I am of 
Irish parentage, but was educated in Scotland, 
for the most part. I was going to goto my 
friends. I cannot tell you the humiliation I feel 
at having to come te a place of charity,—even 
though they are all so kind to me here. Indeed 
I can never be sufficiently thankful for all their 
kindness. I thank not alone the people here, 
but Dr. Dyas and his noble wife. When the 
lady went to speak to the Bishop abont me, she 
was treated in the most insulting manner. I 
cannot conceive why the Bishop should act so. 

R.—Is there no reason that you can think of 
for his conduct toward you ? 

Mother F.—As 1 hope to see Heaven, none. 
No purer,—no better women ever breathed than 
the Sisters of the Order of Loretto. Poor crea- 
tures! their misfortunes equal my own. 

R.—Have you since asked the Bishop to doany- 
thing for you? 

Mother F.—I have made several efforts to 
speak to him. but withoutavail. Once I saw him 
at St. Patrick’s, but he rushed out of the room, 
and would hold no conversation with me. 

THE CHARGE OF INSANITY. 

R.—Were you not accused of being insane ? 

Mother F.—Indeed, yes. I was asked once to 
the Bisnop's house, and was there captured, 
placed in a hack, and driven to a kind of asylum 
at the Sisters’ Horpital. I was captured by 
Barney Caulfield, Dan O'Hara, and Capt. Hickey, 
at the instigation of the Bishop. 

R.—What led to that outrage? 

Mother F.—I visited the Bishop, on invita- 
tion, and was grossly insulted, by the 

rter, and then by the housekeeper. 

resented the insult. which I 
now believe to have been a wel- 
laid trap. and then the Bishop got the three men 
I bave mentioned to capture me. The driver and 
Caulfield got on the box, while O'Hara, Hickey, 
and the 1 ned M with me. mem | 
was quite rough me about violently.

Mother F.—No ; I did not see him until I last 
came to town since the spring before our disso- 
lution.

This 
was Mrs. Atkin, mother of the two ladies who 
had belonged to the Order of Loretto, under the 
superiorship of Mother Ferdinand. The re- 
porter, having explained the object of his visit, 
Mrs. Atkin said: 

“My daughter is so weak that she can hold 
no conversation even with me,—the Doctor has 
forbidden it. My other daughter is in the coun- 
try.’ 


R.—They are suffering from consumption, 
Mother Ferdinand pays. 

Mrs. Atkin—So I believe. The hand of death 
is laid ov both of them. They got their mortal 
sickness while performing their duties as Sisters. 

R.—Did the Bishop make any provision for 
them after the breaking up of the convent ? 

Mrs. Atkin (crying very bitterly)—I can't talk 
about it. God knows all. He will judge this. 
My lips are sealed upon the subject. I cannot 
answer any questions about fhe matter. I have 
no wish to. Anyway, I wouldn't have anything 
to say about it. 

R. Is there no hope of your daughters’ recov- 

ery ? 
Mrs. Atkin—None, I believe. The girl that’s 
here is at deaths door now. You will excuse 
me from answering any questions. J cannot pos- 
sibly do it now, and my hter cannot speak at 
all. 


This, of course, terminated the conversation, 
and the reporter withdrew from that home of 
affliction. 

THE OTHER SIDE. 

It is only proper to give the other side of the 
story a removol of Mother Ferdi- 
nand from the Bishop’s house by Capt. Hickey 
and the other gentlemen mentioned: That ix’ 
that, instead of being invited to the Bishop's 
house, she went there of her own accord, ob- 
tained admission to the parlor, and insisted up- 
on remaining there, even after the Bishop had 
requested her to leave. Notwithstanding all his 
entreaties and orders, she declared that she m- 
tended to stay there all night, baving no other 

lace to go to. Consequently, the Bishop 

K his carriage, and drove to Mr. Caulfield’s 
house, but, that gentleman not being home, he 
went to Mr. U’Hara’s. He, too, was out, as 
was anotber bromment Catholic layman upon 
whom the Bishop called. It gradually dawned 
upon n 's mind that all these gentle- 
men must at some one place. so he drove 
around from house to house, until he caught 
them enjoying a pleasant evening together. He 
went into a private room, and asked the gentle- 
man of the house to beg Mossrs. O'Hara and 
Caulfield to step into where he was. They did 


60. He told them his perplexity, and they got 


into his carriage and drove to the residence of 
Capt. Hickey, who was at that time in command 
of the South Side. They found bim, and all 
went tothe Bishop's house, and took Mother 
Ferdinand, not by force as she claims, but with 
all the gentleness and consideration due her, and 
carried her, as she states, to the asylum on the 
Norta Side.

THE BUSINESS OUTLOOK. 

In N September issue of the Ref. 
erence Book, Dun, Barlow & Co., present some 
consderations in relation to the present aspect 
of business : 

There is an evident sense of disappointment abroad 
in the community at the slow revival of trade. The 
indications, for some months, have been all in favor of 
renewed activity in commercial interests, but as yet 
the improvement has been morein promise than in 
the fulfillment. While this postponement is depress- 
ing and dangerous, and while not a few houses may 
succumb to the preesure incident to such dull times, 
the — not an unaccountable one, and the promise 
is none the less certain. There is certainly not a very 
unhealthy condition apparent in the internal com- 
merce of the country; the indebtedness is light, the 
stocks small, a wise economy in purchasing is preva- 
lent, and, above all, a year of great abundance has 
been vouchsafed to us. Monetary facilities, thanks 
to a wisely-organized and well-tested system, and 
it only needs patience and opportunity to put these 
facilities into active operation, to revive business and 
ease the pressure of the times, This opportunity is 
likely to be afforded by the movement and 
marketing of the great crops that are now har- 
vesting. It may be doubted i ever before in the 
history of this vast continent there were more millions 
of dollars’ worth in the hands of producers than now. 
This produce the world needs—nay, must have, and in 
the process of exchanging it for money, is the ho 
founded for a restored condition of trade. Since 
panic of nearly & year ago, there has been little op- 
portunity for the putting out of money into general 
circulation. The depression of railway interests, re- 
sulting from their unwise expansion, suddenly 
checked expenditures on this account, while all other 
investments, and especially for bufiding or for any- 
thing of a permanent character, almost ceased. Money, 
therefore, accumulated at the great centres, and all 
the winter and spring and summer, there has been a 
plethora of money in New York, Boston, Philadelphia, 
and Baltimore, while in other cities it hes been scarce, 
aud in almost all country localities almost impossible 
to obtain, The consequence has been smail remit- 
tances from country merchants, equally difficult pay- 
ments in their turn from jobbers, thus causing 
a severe strain upon the resources of import- 
ers and manufacturers. But if ever relief was 
promised from any pressure it is now; the abund- 
ance that the earth has produced is not only certainly 
secured, but it is so universally diffused, will need to 
be gathered trom so many hands, and from such varied 
sections of the country, that literal streams of cur- 
rency will be set in motion all over the land, which 
ought soon to give ease in money, and restore busi- 
ness in merchandise to its normai condition, 

It will take some months to accomplish all that is 
hoped for in this movement, for the very abundance 
of the product may retard its realization. Lower 
prices than have been paid for some time may prevail, 
and farmers and planters are slow to sellin a declin- 
ing market. We have heard of cases where suits for 
collection of debts have been defended for time, in the 
hope of arisein price. But whether it tak 
or months, whether the deliveries are early or late, the 
wealth is in the country, aud must be realized; and 
the hope is a reasonabie one, that very soon this pecu- 
liarly aggravating and trying season of depressed 
trade in merchan will be succeeded by a more 
gratifying condition of things.

The exports from New York during the past 
week include 26,750 bris flour, 649,000 bu wheat, 
and 429,000 bu corn. 

Winter wheat in this market is in a condition 
which may seem anomalous to those who are not 
well posted. A few weeks ago it was difficult to 
seil red winter wheat at the prices that were cur- 
rent for the corresponding grades of spring. Since 
then it has commanded a slight premium, but is 
still slow, our millers not caring to take hold of 
it. This, however, is not the case with the am- 
ber wheat grown in the southern part of this 
State, which is worth 10@15c per bu more than 
the other, and sold to-day considerably above 
the St. Louis quotation. 

The Milwaukee Journal of Commerce, in an 
article on the wheat supply, maintains that the 
present depression is chiefly due to short sellers, 
who will be knocked “‘ higher than a kite be- 
fore the close of the next month. It says that 
the short sales in Milwaukee exceed the probable 
receipts of the next five weeks, aud that an ad- 
vancing panic is imminent. The indications here 
scarcely point in the last-named direction. 

The St. Louis Giobe thinks it has discovered 
the reason why that city has no wheat market in 
the sense in which that word is understood in 
Chicago. That reason is that the market is run 
in the interest of the St. Louis millers alone. 
The Globe says: 

We have the utmost respect for the t of the mill 
ers to touch, taste, and handle every sack of grain be- 
fore they turn it into a flour which defies the competi- 
tion of Kastern stencil-cutters ; but we humbly sub- 
mit that, as they manufacture flour merely for the 
sake of making money, they might make as much 
money by manufacturin 
of ordinary 
they caunot do so, we 
the question as a conflict of interests in which the 
weigitier interests must prevail. We must remember 
that every increase in our grain trade denotes a corre- 
sponding increase in the return trade, Shippers buy 
supplies in the market in which they sell products; 
railroads which have inward-bound freights of grain 
have outward—bound shipments of lumber, machinery 
hats, and boota, end all the varied requirements of 
the farmer; banks double their deposite and ex- 
changes ; hotels, theatres, horse-cars, and newspapers, 
all come in for their share of the increase of trade; 
but all this is expected to yield to a sup necessity 
of making fancy flour out of wheat at fancy prices. 

It seems rather bold in the Globe to thus at- 
tack the only customers St. Louis has for wheat. 
If it disgust them, then where will the market 
be? Atleast it might be well to secure a new 
class of custom before driving away the old. 
The present effort looks more like spoiling the 
horn than making a pew spoon. 

The leading produce markets were unsettied 
to-day, with a tinge of weakness, and less busi- 
ness doing than on Friday. The recei con- 
tinue ample and in excess of the shipments, 
giving an increase of our stocks in store, anda 
rather heavy feeling on the part of boiders, 
which was not improved by the slight rain that 
fell this morning.

BASE BALL. 

THE WHITE STOCKINGS AND BALTIMORES 
played another game in their championship 
series, yesterday afternoon, on the Twenty-third 
‘street grounds, in the presence of about 1,200 
people. It resulted in the utter defeat of the 
visiting nine, the score at the close being 4 to 
0 in-favor of the Whites. Notwithstanding this, 
the game was by no means satisfactory. Owing 
to the threatening character of the weather, it 
was begun half an hour earlier than usual, and 
was far advanced before all the spectators were 
seated. Then the ball was so soft that even 
Goliath himself, were he alive and expert with 
the bat, could not knock it to any great distance, 
and before the game was half over it had assumed 
the shape of a lemon from constant pounding. 
Hence, the score was not so creditable under the 
circumstances. The batting was miserably weak 
on both sides, the safe hits numbering seven for 
the home club against six for the Baltimores. The 
fielding of the Whites was exceedingly brilliant, 
bowever, and occasioned considerable well-mer- 
ited applause. Meyerle and Force were espe- 
cially proficient in that branch of play, the 
former astonishing every beholder with his ac- 
curacy in every instance. Among his more no- 
ticeable exhibitions of skill were a long running 
fly catch, and two or three well-execuied double 
plays. It is doubtful if any person ever filled 
the position of second base with greater credit 
than did Meyerle yesterday. Force covered 
third base in fine style, many of his 
stops and throws being marvelously 
quick and correct, while his other play was in 
keeping. Peters had little to do, and fielded 
with his customary watchfulnes and skill. The 
Outfielders took care of everything that came 
their way, the greater share of the work falling 
to Cuthbert. There was only one error made iu 
the game by the Whites, and that is credited to 
Glenn, who muffed a throw from Treacy. Zet- 
tlein and Malone were at their best. The fact 
that none of the four runs made by the Whites 
were earned, argues that the Baltimores did not 

lay a fielding Such was the fact, 
ite at third, Say at short. aud Braioard at 
second, committing several fatal errors. A long 
running catch by Deane in the centre field, and 
some good catching by Ryan in the left, were 
the only plays deserving of any particular men- 
tien. Amore detailed account of the game, 
even if it were necessary, cannot be given, be- 
cause four innings were played before any of the 
reporters got on the ground.

In fifty 
years, Brooklyn has leaped from 7,000 to 400,000 

le. Yet, it is a mere Birkenhead to Liver- 
pool, less than a Surreyside to London. It has 
neither a public life nor antiquities. Ite press 
was until recently of no consequence, and aow 
of indifferent consequence, because a press is 
called forth by something to which it — — 
and nothing but sleep is the normal life of Brook- 
lyn, except of Sundays. On Sundays, the great 
suburb resounds to the tread of processions, and 
the bells of 245 churches jingle over to the less 
Sabbatarian New York. Week-days, the morniug 
is aroused with the mighty exodus of 30,000 peo- 
ple to New York; and, soon afterwards, 90,000 
children retire within the 250 private schools. 
Mascuiine life scarcely exhibits itself again until 
the afternoon, unless fifty more processions 
come up from the ferry to add their burdens to 
172,000 bodies already ying in Green wood. 

Behind the city, on the heights, a noble park 
gives views of the Atlantic, and points the way 
to that beach at Coney Island where the ocean, 
in ragged edges of despair, booms up to the 
hovden feet of a ragged metropolitan constit- 
uency. A great Navy-Yard and some broad 
docks indent the river before the city, but 

THE INTERDEPENDENCE ' 
of Brooklyn and New York is best delineated 
where the channel grows raging and uarrow in 
two lofty towers, pierced each with tall lancet 
arches, which are to support cables for a bridge 
between these cities. These stately cathedrais 
of the vista, yet unfinished, like feudal ruins, 


tower above both cities, and give a 
mutual character to them. Beneath their 
shadows the ferry-boats are dart- 


ing, as if in haste to do all the work possible be- 
fore those two great masses of granite bear the 
yoke and pass through the sky the daily multi- 
tude that must continue to come and go. 

All night those ferrv-steamers run. Landing 
under the Brooklyn arch of the great bridge, a 
change comes over the feelings after leaving the 
brilliant Metropolis. An avenue, broad, but for- 
bidding by its multitude of groggeties, is beset 
in the foreground by a swarm of street-cars, and, 
rising up the slope of the city, these cars, pass- 
ing off different ways by thousands of 
boarding-houses, reassemble again around the 
City-Hall and Court-House, and again file off 
many ways to lesser boarding-houses and streets 
of tady cottages, and to purlieus where periodi- 
cally files of marines move at quick step to sup- 
ort the revenue detectives breaking up some 
Ran es of illicit stills. An opera-house, 
which looks like a convent, so seldom is it 
opened for purely operatic uses; two hotels, 
which seem struggling in vain to appear more 
spruce than bigger boarding-houses ; two steam 
railroads, running off to nowhere im particular;

MR. BEECHER’S WIVE. 
From the Philadelphia Sunday Republie, 
BY ANNIE E. M’DOWELL. 

After reading the statement of Mr. Beecher 
with as much patience as we could command, in 
view of our knowledge of the facta of which en 
is a denial, we have now only to say that, after 
Theodore Tilton, who has borne both the shame 
and reproach which should by right have been 
meted out to his false friend and 


perjured wife, we have no sympathy 
for any person eonnected with the 
great scandal save only the 1 
bravely-reticent Mrs. Henry Ward er. 
For years the entire Beecher family bave been 
fully cognizant not only of the amour of their 
brother Henry with Mrs. Ti but have 
known of certain other of bis marital infideli- 
ties and of the unhappiness of his wife, in con- 
sequence of Aer knowledge of them. Tet all 
these public teachers, men as well as women, 
have eondoned his “irregularities” to 
each other, and have excused him to his congre- 
gation by claiming that his various lapses from 
virtue were only natural outcroppings of a 
highly vitalized nature, deprived of its legiti- 
mate develo t by a jealous although unap- 
1 wife, who, by her shrewish temper, 

ad driven him to seek peace and solace in 
places where the fires of the domestic pandemo- 
nium could pot reach and torture him. 

Not only did the relatives of Henry Ward 
Beecher seek to throw dust in the eyes of Plym- 
outh Church members by exciting sympathy for 
his assumed matrimonial infelicities, but he him- 
self, as is well known, with rank treachery to 
the woman he pad vowed to love, honor, and 
at sundry times, and to various 
people, imparted his own story of lack of 
affinity between himself his wife, and 


his great unhappiness in being bound tog 


one who could neither sympathize with his moral 
and intellectual aspirations or minister to his af- 
fectional needs. or many years past every at- 
tractive woman within the circle of Mr. Beech- 
er's acquaintance has been his confidante, and 
bas learned from his own lips bow deep and im- 
medicabie a sorrow that public man has to con- 
tend against who “ daily goes forth to face the 
temptations of the world, the flesh, and 


the devil,” unprotected by home ties and 
with a starved yet loving heart. This 
sort of device for winning sympa 


thetie attention is as old as Satan, and the one, 
we doubt not, practiced by tbe father of lies,” 
through his legitimate offspring, the Henry 
Ward Beecher of societv, ever since the creation 
of the world up to the present hour, for, from 
observation of the causes which lead to the loss 
of virtue in woman, we are fully prepared to be- 
lieve that nothing is so dangerous to our sex as 
the hstening to and belief in the stories so often 
toid by married men of the cold and unappre- 
ciative character of their wives. 

All womanly women instinctively feel it their 
mission to console the unhappy and speak 
words of cheer to the disconsolate, and it is by 
thus calling forth and playing upon the most 
divine attributes of womanhood—sympathy and 
tendervess—that desiguing and lhcevtious men 
establish a hold upou gentle-hearted, unsus- 
picious women, and lead them imto trans- 
gression. We hold it to be a self-evident 
fact that no woman who really loves can 
by any possibility be untrue, even in 
thought, to the object of her affection. 
‘The history of the world, however, teaches us 
that man, while loving with aiithe ardor of 
waich hie nature is capable, can be and often is 
faithless to the woman he fesses to adore. 
More than this, meu of the ber physique, 
while in pursuit of other feminine attractions, 
will, it is well known, often assert themselves, 
even winle im their hearts hovoring aad loving 
their wives above all other women, to be unap- 
preciated and unbappy at home solely to inter- 
est, and attract women in whose bearts they 
aspire to kindie unballowed fires. 

A righteous man of old said, in his wrath, 
„All men are liars.” Now, While we are by no 
means ready to indorse so sweeping au assertion 
as this, we are quite confident that any man, 
whether he be clergyman or layman, who is 
mean and base enough to disavow all affection 
and respect for the wife of his bosom and the 
mother of his children, when that wife is 
indeed worthy bis love and esteem, is «a 
liar and traitor of the basest sort. We 
have frequentiv been interrogated in regard to 
what has n called our batred of Beecher,” 
but have until now, out of consideration of 
another woman’s heart that might ache,” hesi- 
tated to say that we loathed and despised the 
great preacher, because of his treason and cruel- 
ty in promulgating himself and allowing bis 
friends and reiatives to spread abroad stories of 
his wifes shrewish temper and his own great 
wretchedness in consequence. 

Knowing several of the intimate friends of Mrs. 
Henry Ward Beecher, we long o learned 
that the stories charging her with coldness, dull- 
ness, and bad temper, and indorsed by her hus- 
band himself, were false and unjust in the ex- 
treme, A woman of vigorous intellect and mar- 
velous administrative ability, she has given the 
best efforts of her mind and heart to the 
care of her household, and in all respects 
has proven herself what God intended 3 
wife to be—her husband's best adviser and co- 
worker. She has for many years lightened his 
intellectual labors by attending to all his im- 
mense correspondence, and has withheld her pen 
from the public service to employ it as his 
amanuensis. Loving him devotedly, she has 
felt mortified and grieved at his almost open in- 
fidelities, but has assiduously guarded his repu- 
tation from becoming smirched by the expres- 
sion of oe 4 jealous fears that she may — 
entertained. 

We do not assert that she was free from jeal- 
ousy, because we believe that jealousy is apt to 
be a component part of love, and it is quite 
sible that Mra. Beecher, loving her husband in- 
tensely and knowing his unfaithfulnees, became 
suspicious and irritable, and at times allowed 
ber wounded feelings to find expressions in 
rebukes more terse than tender.

A Big Scare in Louisiana—Littic 
Damage Done, as Usual. 

New Yorn, Aug. 29.—The Hvening Picayune 
says telegrams from Shreveport this morning 
bring the startling intelligence that a body of 
800 armed negroes bas assembled at Coushatta, 
and that the greatest alarm and excitement pre- 
vails throughout the whole Upper Red River 
country.

SAN FRANCISCO ITEMS. 

San Francisco, Aug. 29.—In the habeas cor- 
pus case of twenty-two Chinese women, passen-
